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Mandala of Amoghpasa 
Lokeshvara

Introduction: 

The Hevajra Tantra 
defines a mandala as that which 
bears an essence-the essence of 
the Great Bliss of enlightened 
consciousness. The word 
‘Mandala’ is so called because 
‘it bears} (Skt:malanad 
mandalam uchyate). 

Many (but not all) 
etymologies in Buddhist tantra 
say that mandala consists of 
"manda", the essence or 
contained, an "la", the container. 
Mandala therefore means 
something like "contained 
essence" in Buddhism. It also 
retains its original Sanskrit 
meaning of circle eg. Skt. 
Chandramandala (moon disc), 
vayumandala, etc. in Buddhist 
contexts. 

In normal Buddhist 
practice, the Mandala is 
depicted as and architectonic 
entity founded on an elevated 
platform, usually in the shape of 
a square. It has four doorways 
and four towers, each adorned 



with garlands, chains, and vajra 
threads, and encircled by lines 
of different colors (a five 
colored boundary, in which the 
five colors correspond to the five

tathagatsa). For the purposes of 
ritual, it should be drawn with 
powdered colors, ideally made 
form the five gems; acceptable 
substitutes include the five 











grains (rice, etc.) or powdered 
bricks and charcoal form the 
cremation grounds. 

In modern parlance, the 
Mandala may be called a world 
Map or cosmogram, generally 
depicted in the form of a square 
palace surrounded by a circle of 
flames within which Buddhas, 
Bodhisattvas, Istadevatas and 
Dakinis are arrayed in 
systematic order. The square 
symbolizes the structure of the 
universe and the Buddhas and 
Bodhisattva symbolize its 
constituent parts. 

In late Buddhist tradition, 
as recorded by 

Abhayakaragupta, all 

mandalasare surrounded by 
vajravali, padmavli and 
jvalavali. Mandalas represent a 
meditative universe, and are 
generally not a literal depiction 
of the universe in a scientific 
sense. Somfe mandalas do, 
however, depict the navagraha, 
nakshatras, etc., eg. the 
Dharmadhatu-vagisvara 
mandala. The Kalachakra 
mandala is exceptional in that 
it is said to be centered on 
Mount Meru (Kailash, 
according to the Kalachakra 
tantra) and the four directions do 


represent "the four comers of the 
globe". 

The main deity is placed in 
the central circle of the mandala. 
The deity is drawn according to 
measurements prescribed in 
Pratimalaksan texts. 

Dharampalas and lesser deities 
usually do not appear in the 
central part of the mandala. The 
position and placement of deities 
in the mandala is prescribed in 
standard canonical texts, such as 
the Vajravali, Tantrasamuccaya 
and Nispannayogavali of 
Abhkyakara Gupta, the latter fully 
describing 26 Mandalas. The 
Ngor Mandals to the Sakyapa 
Tradition, published by Prof. 
Musasi Tachikawa, contains 39 
Mandalas. All Mandalas are 
visual supports of concertation 
and meditation, ritul aids on the 
path towards the enlightenment. 

The Dalai Lama 
explains that the image of the 
"mandala" is said to be 
extremely profound because 
meditation on it serves as an 
antidote, quickly eradicating 
the obstruction to liberation 
and the obstruction to 
omnisciences as well as their 
latent predisposition. 







Amoghpasa Mandala 

Amoghpasa in a multi- 
armed form of Avalokiteshvara 
that seems to have been popular 
in Nepal since the medieval 
period. The name suggests that 
he is Lord of the world with 
infallible noose that leads 
suffering sentient beings to 
enlightenment. 

Amoghpasa Lokeshvara 
stands in the central panel of 
mandala. A ritual text known as 
Amoghpasa pujuavidhi 
describes him thus: 

Amoghpasa is the mystery in the 
center of the world lotus all his 
limbs are white/he has one face 
and wears a saffron dress. He 
has eight hands, right showing 
the gesture of fearlessness and 
the varada, holding noose and 
the string of beads, the left 
holding a trident, a scripture, a 
white lotus and a water pot. 

Surrounding the first 
circle of the mandala are twenty 
bodhisattvas including great 
eight bodhisattvas namely, 
Maitreya, Manjughosha, 
Vajrapani, Ksitigarbha, 
Akashgarbha, Sarvanivaran, 
Viskambhi, Samantabhadra and 
Gaganganja, While twelve 



Buddhas and four Taras occupy 
the position in the second circle. 

On the surface of square 
mandala eight auspicious 
symbols adorn the mandala. 
Eight-gods of direction namely 
Indra, Varuna, Kuvera and so 
forth take the place of the four 
cardinal direction and the four 
points in between. 

Beyond the outer rim of 
the mandala there are twelve 
forms of Avalokiteshvara 
arranged symmetrically and two 
Taras appear in the top register. 
In the right comer an image of 
Hariharihariharivahan Loke 

r 

shvara can be seen while 
Nrityanath can be seen on the 
left comer. In the center of the 
top register a blue Akshobhya 
Buddha is seen beneath a dark 
yellow stupa in the clouds. 

At the bottom of the panel 
is the image of red 
Avalokiteshvara, flanked by male 
and female devotees performing 
uposadha. At the left of 
Avalokiteshvara, a Vajracharya 
can be seen reciting scripture or 
perhaps giving discourse to the 
devotees, while at his right, again 
another Vajracharya is seen 
performing fire puja. •

Introduction 

Mandala is a Sanskrit 
term, which simply means 
circle. A Sanskrit thesaurus 
defines various meanings hiding 
behind the term Mandala. It 
defines that the term Mandala 
is synonym with the word 
“Chakravala”! meaning a 
cosmic disc or wheel. Chakra is 
manifested in art, yoga and 
tantrik tradition as one of the 
central symbols of the oriental 
civilization. 

Etymologically the term 
Chakra is derived from the root 
Kra-, meaning to create, which 
implies the idea of movements. 
Thus, it denotes to circular 
object potential of motion and 
velocity just like a disc or a 
wheel.. Chakra literally means 
solar disc which implies the idea 
of movement. Thus, it denotes 
to circular object potential of 
motion and a symbol of time 


scale since the ancient period. 
In the vedic mythology, the sun 
is interpreted as celestial 

wheel^. 

Mandala in different believe: 

In the different contexts 
of the vedic literature, the role 
of this cosmic wheel has been 
conceived in the form of a bird 
traversing space. The sun is 
highly regarded as a source of 
life and has been attributed 
with the epithet of all creating 
[Visva karman] to him. The 
whole Universe has been 
conceived as a cosmic wheel, 
[Visva-Chakra], or the wheel of 
Brahman [Brahma Chakra] 
since it is moved from the 
internal prower of Brahman. In 
the sense of the wheel of 
existence (Bhava Chakra). It 
refers to the law of Nature as 
evermoving and rotating, 
implying a cyclical view of the 
course of history. The life cycle

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(Samsara Chakra) is the ever 
rotating wheel causing the 
beings to continuously pass 
through a cyclic change. In its 
micro-cosmic meaning, it 
denotes the human body of the 
individual soul (i.e Chakra 
Purusa). 

The Buddha has 
explained the term Chakra is to 
mean the wheel of law i.e. 
Dharma Chakra, in 
contradiction to Bhava Chakra. 
The wheel has been represented 
as a significant symbol in the 
early Buddhism. 

Chakra plays an 
important role in the yogic and 
tantric disciplines as the source 
of divine energy. The Chakra is 
regarded as spiritual spots 
existing inside the human body. 
According to the yoga, there are 
six Chakras known as 
Shadacharka. The concept of 
Chakra has been taken as an 
instrument of meditation by the 
tantric practioners. Such 
instruments are known in the 
tantric texts, as Shakti Chakra,

Shriee Char Shriee yantra or 
Shri mandala. Thus the term 
mandala denotes both the divine 
lady and her abode. 

The Bindu in Sanskri is known 
as ‘drapsa’ and ‘avayava’ 
which mean the corporal body. 
It is pre-eminently referred to 
the point which goes to form a 
material body of the universe, 
hence it also cannotes the virile 
semen^. In the beginning Bindu 
or a point is taken as central 
point of a circle or a triangle 
which is thought to be the 
symbol of the universe 
representing the Supreme 
Reality. Therefore, Bindu is not 
only considered to be the source 
of creative energy but it is also 
taken as to mean the vibratory 
sound. Such cosmic sound is 
expressed itself in forms of the 
concepts (pratyaya) and objects 
(Bhuta), retaining with its 
pristine glory of condensed or 
unconditionally consciousness 
(Bhana pinda )$. 

The vedic concept of 
Bindu is related to Indu i.e. the 
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moon. The tantric tradition has 
given much importance to the 
mysitc element of Bindu as the 
moon. Bindu is believed to be 
existing in the summit of the 
body i.e. the head, in the form 
of the drops of dew. These drops 
are regarded as cool as the 
moon. The yogic practitioner 
aims to attaining liberation or 
salvation through the process of 
melting the due existing on the 
summit. When Bindu melts 
down on the head and flows 
through the entire body, it is 
called the final step, the 
supreme bliss. Bindu is taken as 
the vital instrument to denote 
the voidness (Sunnya) as well 
as the signification of the moon 
representing air element i.e. one 
of the most important 
components of the mandala. 

Thus Bindu occupies a 
unique place as a minute unit of 
a Space. When Bindu moves 
towards the prescribed 
direction, a straight line is 
formed. This line is called the 
navel or Nabhi. The Nabhi is 
thus regarded as the second 
improtant component of the 


mandalic diagram. Nabhi or the 
navel is regarded as a stand for 
the centre or Bindu of the body 
or of the universe. It is also 
defined as the hub of a wheel i.e. 
Nabhi Chakra. 

The hub of a wheel 
(Chakra ) consists of three parts, 
the first is the central point, 
which is called Bindu, around 
which all else revolves, the 
second is the thick round part 
into which spokes are inserted, 
and the third are the spokes, 
known as aras in Sanskrit. 

The symbolical 

representation of the navel is 
based on the Vaishnav 
mythology, in the Vaishnav 
mythology Vishnu is called, 
"Padmanabha" which means— 
the base of the cosmos, and 
Brahma, the god of creation, 
emerging from the navel of 
Vishnu, symbolizes the 
phenomenal universe. 

The mandala is often, 
symbolically represented as a 
lotus in the oriental culture. The 
lotus is called Padma in 
Sanskrit. The representation of 
the lotus as a central portion of 







the wheel or Chakra reveals 
three distinct divisions i.e. the 
pericarps known as the 
Kamika, the second is filament 
i.e. Kesara and the third is its 
petals. 

Manasara, an 

architectural canon of the east 
describes a particular village 
plan formed as lotus known as 
Padmakcft. The shape of the 
lotus has always been regarded 
as a symbol of the throne and 
pedestal of divinities, 
especially that of the creator or 
the rising Sun. The tantric 
tradition makes an effort with 
concentration to arrive at the 
central point of the navel from 
where one may be able to catch 
the direct path connected with 
higher plain of 
consciousness 1®. Th general 
phenomenon of the navel 
(Nabhi Chakra) is considered 
as a central magnetic zone. 

Consequently the 
Chakra is considered as the 
third major components of the 


Mandala diagram. The concept 
of Chakra, is essentially a 
rotating wheel with a centre and 
a circumference. The centre of 
the wheel is depicted as a hollow 
nave i.e. - Kha in Sanskrit, in the 
Mandala painting. The term Kha 
itself reveals the meaning of the 
absolute emptiness. It is 
explained as having dual 
characters of “Duhkha” and 
“Sukha ” i.e Pain and Pleasure. 
They are symbolized by black 
and white respectively. In the 
Buddhist Thangka Paintings of 
“The Wheel of Life” these 
feelings have been depicted as 
the symbol of the “cause” and 
“effect” in the Buddhist 
philosophy. It is considered that 
the central ( Chakra) point being 
dynamic naturally gives birth to 
a second one and the second also 
by its innate dynamism gives 
birth to another. Therefore, a 
district line is manifested in the 
core of mandala to clarify the 
nature of life. The nabhi or the 
hubs of a wheel does indeed

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have a centre where the aras or 
spokes remain fixed and go 
toward the cirumference. The 
centre is illustrated equidistant 
form every point on the 
circumference. Therefore, the 
wheel itself symbolically 
regarded as the universe — i.e. 
Visva Chakra, in both of its 
aspects known to be Time and 
Space. It means the cosmic dual 
known as a Kala Chakra. It is 
explained as the central point 
(Bindu) being everpulsating 
thought to be represented as the 
luminous self abiding in the 
centre of the physical Sun and 
esoterically abiding in the core 
of the heart 11. While the wheel 
functions in the whole corporal 
human body it is called deha 
chakra. 

The Subtle Body: 

The mandalic — disc or 
deha chakras taken as an 
individual Chakras functions as 
conscious centre in different 
location of the body. This is 
conceived to reside in the subtle 


body which ir regarded as the 
most important subject of tantra 
art. The deha chakra is 
conceived as a composition of 
six or seven Chakra which 
resides in the subtle form of 
mandala. It is called, Adhar 
Chakra, Swadhisthan Chakra, 
Manipuraka Chakra, Anahata 
Chakra, Visddhi Chakra, Aagya 
Chakra and sahabradal Chakra. 

It illustrates the structure 
of the inner human body used 
in yogic meditation, which 
governs the essential dual tantric 
value. From the aspect of 
Genesis, it is meant by which 
one's world is made real around 
one for every individual. It is 
thus closely analogues to the 
cosmic body. From another 
aspect i.e. that of meditation, it 
is the fundamental mechanism 
by which the individual can 
work on the reconciliation 
between what he may think of 
as spirit and as a matter^. The 
purely philosophical diagram of 
the tantric sankhya system^

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bears a close resemblance to the 
patterns of the subtle body 
illustrated in the tantrik 
diagrams. 

The details of the subtly 
body mechanism are illustrated 
in the Nepalese manuscrpits of 
erica 17 1 * 1 century. These 
paintings are called Chakra 
purusa, or the subtle body and 
auxiliary symbolism of the 
transcendent realm. Ip the 
paintings, a series of mandala - 
- disc are shown strung along 
the central yogic duct, i.e. 
susumna nadi. According to the 
tantric tradition, the act of 
awakening of the Kundalini- 
Shakti is explainned as the 
divine sexual contact, i.e. 
maithuna. This spiritual aspect 
of maithuna is performed by the 
meditation on the conjunction of 
the Kundalini-Sakti, a supreme 
female inertia believed to have 
resided in the anal zone of 
human body, with the supreme 
Shiva or male, conceived in the 
thousand - petalled lotus in the 
cranium of the central yogic 
duct i.e. susumna nad^. The 


susumna nadi is believed to be 
located on the spinal cords 
flanked by couple of nadis 
known as Ida (to the left of 
susumna) and pingala (to the 
right). These mandala's are 
called as the Chakras and they 
are usually represented as fully 
blown lotuses with different 
numbers of petals. These 
Chakras are depicted as 
followings. 

Muladhar 

The lowest deha Chakra, 
at the base of the spine in the 
anal region is called Muladhar 
Chakra or a ‘root-support’. It is 
usually painted as having four 
petals of lotus bearing an effigy 
of lord Ganesh (an elephant 
headed god). It is also called 
adhar Chakra. It is also 
accepted as a proper entrance of 
the Kundalini Chakra 
symbolically represented as coil 
of serpent when asleep. The 
yogic practitioner's aim is to 
awaken and vitalize this 
kundalini Chakra compelling 
her to straighten out from 
original coil and enter the

bottom end of his Susumna 
Nadi. This particular process 
of yogic practice is illustrated 
as a muscular actions and 
divine sexual intercourse in the 
traditional tantric paintings of 
the east. 

Swadhisthana 

Just above the 
muladhara and few inches 
below the navel resides the 
second Chakra known as 
Swadhisthana Chakra. This 
Chakra consists of the four 
headed Hindu god of creation 
i.e. Brahma, inside the circle 
having six lotus Petals. 
Manipura 

At the level of the navel 
is the ten-petalled manipura 
Chakra meaning “the city of 
Jewel:. The mani is regarded 
as the synonym of the Jewel 
and "phallic‘principle" in the 
Indo-Tibetan Buddhist 
Mantra, i.e “Om Mani Padme 
Hum”. According to the 
Buddhist tantra the location of 
manipura is at the heart. But 
to the Hindu tradition Anahata 
Chakra dwells at the level of 
the heart on the susumna nadi. 


An effigy of Vishnu is often 
depicted inside the circle of 
manipura Chakra. 

Anahata Chakra 

Anahata chakra is 
described to have twelve petals 
of lotus. The transformation of 
Hindu Goddess i.e. devi is 
visualized here. 

Visuddhi Chakra 

Visuddhi Chakra is 
explained having sixteen 
petalled Chakra representing the 
Ether element and residing on 
the region of throat. It 
symbolizes the state of 
knowledge beyond all possible 
physical expression. 

Aagya Chakra 

Most Hindu tantra, 
envisage further two Chakras 
above the Visuddhi Chakra. One 
between the eyes, white 
coloured with two petals is 
called Aagya Chakra, the other 
in the crown of the head is called 
sahasrara or sahasradala 
meaning the thousand petalled 
lotus.

The above mentioned 
groups of the Chakras are 
visualized through intense 
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meditational practice as 
conscious spots in different 
locations of the body. 
Conclusion: 

Some Traditional Newar 
priests and practitioners of 
Kathmandu Valley have been 
retaining the philosophical and 
practical yogic aspects of the 
mandalas or Chakras. They 
still regard a Chakra as an orbit 
of consciousness which is a 
vital source of intertia i.e. 
Jeevan Chakra. This 
microcosmic vital source of 
energy is symbolized as a cell 
of consciousness which is 
believed by the Newars of 
Nepal to be existing in the 
power zone of the corporal 
bodies (Jeevatma). Thus, they 
draw and worship a mandala 
as a personification of subtle 
body. 

The new year, accroding 
to the Newar tradition is 
celebrated by making 
mandala. This cultural 
traditioin is known as Mhapuja 
in Newari symbolically means 
the worship of subtle body, 
which is transformed into the 


mandalic diagram. In other 
word, this praticular ceremony 
is also regarde as "Atma Puja" 
meaning the worship of the 
soul. To the Newars of Nepal, 
Mhapuja ceremony occupies a 
perdominant role of 
omniscience and omnipotent 
condition of the existence of 
the soul, conceived in the form 
of Chakra or mandala. 
Therefore, this occasion is 
regarded as an auspicious 
moment of worshipping the 
corporal body and all those 
things and beings too in Newar 
tradition of Nepal. 

This occasion is 
celebrated by drawing the 
colourful mandala on the 
surface of red- ochre painted 
ground. This mandala is made 
with rice-powder or other 
materials like cinnabar or 
seasum seeds, including an 
skillful arrangement of the 
grains like rice, black soy bean 
paddy (uncut rice), rice-com, 
and black pulse. An artistic 
circular arrangement of these 
food grains represents the five 
cosmic elements i.e. Fire, 
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Water, Air, Earth, and Ether. The 
symbolic representation of five 
elements is created on the 
mandalic diagram by displaying 
the following items i.e. red- 
ochre circular paint is made on 
the ground to denote the "Vastu" 
or sacred Earth, a circular water 
mark is created to specify the 
Water element, illumination of 
flame indicates the Fire 
Element, an aroma of incense 
stick is taken as presence of the 
Air Element and the 
worshipping of mandala with 
boiled egg and deep-fried fish 
is believed as a source of life 
denoting the Ether element. The 
four great cardinal "seats" 
(pitha) are invoked in the 
mandala with the mantras, a 
magical spell of "pum" 
adoration to the pumasaila seat 
to the east, "dim" refering to the 
Uddiyana seat at the south, 
"Jam" is spelled for the 
Jalandhara seat to the west and 
"Kam" is addressed for the 
Kamarupa seat resided towards 
the north. 

The tantric practitioners 
then worship the "six-limbed 


personification of the above 
mentioned six Chakras at each 
corner of the Bhupura, a square 
form of the mandala. The 
triangular components of the 
mandala is considered as a 
symbolic representation of 
divinities i.e. the triangle with 
the tip upwards is the male, the 
one with the downward tip is the 
female. The integrated form of 
two triangles symbolizes the 
cosmic union of the two 
primitives. 

The Newari traditional 
celebration of wroshipping 
mandala i.e. kaya-mandala or 
dehamandala, or sariramandala 
is said to be started on 20th 
October 879 A.D. This 
particular day is still being 
observed and regarded as the 
beginning of Newari New year 
i.e Nepal sambat or Newari Era 
by the Newars. The Newari new 
year is based on Lunar calendar 
which at presents is 1121 N.S. 
year old. 

Therefore, Mandala 
culture is regarded as living 
culture of Nepal in its micro and 
macro cosmic spiritual

Manju-vajra Mandala"

Mr. Raj Kumar Shakya, a 
young well-known artist of 
Lalitpur. 

Mr. Shakya, the 
designer of the mandala, had 
the concept of the mandala 
display in which 80 
enthusiast students of the 
training class were involved. 
It took 72 hours (6 days) of 
hardwork for them to 
complete the mandala which 
was of 20 ft. in diameter and 
was sketched with powder of 
different colors. The mandala 
was exhibited during "Lalit 
Festival" organized on the 
occasion of "Visit Nepal Year 
1998" form 10-14 September 
1998. Around 300,000 people 
are believed to have 
witnessed the grand 
exhibition. 

"Guhyasamaj Manju-vajra 
Mandala" 


Mandala plays a very 
significant role in Buddhist 
Tantrism. In order to practice 
Tantra, one has to receive 
empowerment form a Vajra- 
master Ahtajra master. First of 
all has to do self-initiation 
which means to imagine in 
the aspect of the deity within 
the mandala. The disciple 
takes vows and visualizes 
entering into the mandala, 
according to the instructions 
of the Vajra-master and 
receives empowerment. Only 
after this, the disciple is 
authorized to study the inner 
meaning of the mandala- 
itself. Therefore, the mandala 
is used for self-initiation, for 
empowerment, for 

visualization in one's 
meditaition, to request gods to 
take their respective places in 
the mandala during various 
pujas and to gain right 
realization symbolized in the 
mandala. That's why it is 
intended only to be seen by 
initiates of practitioners who 







can understand its deeper 
meaning. 

Many people have 
described mandalas in 
different ways, some people 
say it is a sacred circle and 
center geometrically divided 
into circles with square inside 
which may contain Buddhist 
symbols and deities. 
According to Sanskrit, the 
world mandala means "taking 
the essence". But according 
to the famous Buddhist 
scholar Dr. Banarasi Lai, the 
world Mandala is a 
combination two different 
words "Mande" and "La". 
"Mande" means a perfect - 
enlighentment known as 
Boddhigyan or Nirvan and 
"La" means to receive or 
accept. Thus, the word 
mandala means to receive or 
accept perfect Enlightenment 
known as Boddhigyan or 
Nirvan. 

There are different 
kinds of mandalas accroding 
to different aspects and 



appearances of the center 
deities, according to the four 
classes of Tantra-kriya, 
Carya, Yoga and Mantra 
Anuttarayoga, according to 
the material used in making 
the mandalas and according to 
various traditions such as 
Nyingmapa, Kargyua, 
Shakyapa, and Gelukpa. This 
mandala is made up with 
powder color. So it falls into 
the second category. 

In order to know the 
name of this mandala, we 
have to look at the center of 
the mandala, where there is a 
vajra which is a symbol of 
Manju-vajra. Hence, it is 
Guhyasamaj Manju-vajra 
Mandala. In the east there is 
a wheel which represents 
Vairochana Buddha, in the 
south a jewel which 
represents Ratnaoshambhava 
Buddha, the the west a lotus 
which represents Amitabha 
Buddha and in the north, a 
sword which represents 
Amoghsiddhi Buddha in this 






mandala. Actually the symbol 
of Amoghsiddhi is viswo- 
vajra or double vajra. But, 
here is depicted a swod. It is 
not known why. It needs a 
research. 

In the south-east corner 
of the central circle, there is 
another wheel of the law. It 
represents the female 
counterpart of Vairochhana, 
Lochana. In the south-west 
corner, a vajra representing 
the female counterpart of 
Akshobhya, Mamaki. In the 
north-west corner, a lotus 
which represents the female 
counterpart of the Amitabha, 
Pandura and in the north-east 
comer a sword representaing 
the female counterpart of 
Amoghsiddhi, Tara. 

Outside this circle at the 
south-east comer, there is a 
mirror to represent Rupa- 
vajra, at the south-west comer, 
a Vina or a musical instrument 
like a guitar to represent 
Saptavajra, at the north-west 
corner, a conch which 


represents Gandhavajra and at 
the north-east corner a cup 
with fruits representing Rasa- 
vajra. At the eastern side of the 
mandala there are two 
symbols, one is near south-east 
corner and another in near 
north-east corner. Near the 
south-east corner there is a 
triangle with Ranjana letter. It 
represents Sparsa-vajra. Near 
the north-east comer, there is 
a mantle like object which 
represents Dharmadhatu- 
vajra. 

Outside this square, at 
the center of four gates, there 
are four symbols which 
represents 4 guardian deities 
known as Dharmapalas. 
They represent ego-grasping 
which is not obstruction to 
liberation. Their function is 
to remove or eliminate all 
sorts of obstacles or 
obstructions for the 
protection of Dharma. In the 
eastern gate, there is a wheel 
of the law to represent 
Yamantaka. In the southern 





gate, there is a mace to 
represent Prajnantaka. In the 
western gate, a lotus 
representing Padmant^ka 
and a viswo-vajra or double 
vajra at the northen gate to 
represent Vighnantaka. 

Above each of these 
four gates, we see a toran or 
tympanum with round like 
object, they are garland of 
pearls. Above this toran on 
the root of the gate we see two 
gazelles with a wheel of law 
at the centre which 
symbolizes a place for 
learning a Dharma, law of 
nature. The square of the 
mandala is depicted on the 
Viswo-vajra or double vajra 
in cross shape which 
represents turning of the 
wheel of Vajrayana 
continuously. The square of 
the mandala represents a 
sacred temple with four gates 
at four cardinal points. Either 
sides of the gates, we see "L" 
shaped bands decorated with 


walls of temple on which the 
gates stand. The first and 
second band with petal like 
band represents the end of the 
roof of the temple. Under 
these bands, there is another 
band with a garland of pearls 
which represents an ornament 
hanging on the wall. Then 
comes another small lined 
band which is a beam of the 
temple. After this band there 
is another big band. It is the 
outer platform of the mandala 
or temple. 

The circle inside the 
square are known as inner 
circles where as the circles 
outside the square are known 
as outer circles. The outer 
circles consist of three circles. 
First of all we see a circle with 
brilliant flames in five 
alternating colors which is 
known as "mount of fire". 
This circle of fire should 
symbolically burn up all 
obstacles, impurities, and 
ignorance of a Sadhaka or 


a garland of pearls. They are meditation practitioner 
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entering to the mandala. 
Thus, it prevents the 
unenlightened and not 
initiated from getting to the 
mysteries of the mandala. 
Then comes a circle with 
vajra which represents 
perfect enlightenment or 
Boddhigyan. The last or third 
circle is made of lotus petals 
which symbolizes unfolding 
of a spiritual vision. It also 
indicates everything inside 
this circle as sacred as lotus. 
Thus the inner side of the 
outer circles and square is 
decorated with sacred 
symbols such as conch, 
umbrella and a vase etc. Four 
comers of this mandala is also 
decorated with four great 
kings of the Dharma known 
as Dhritarastra of eastern 
direction, Vaisravarna of 
northern direction Virudhak 
of southern direction and 
Virupaksha of western 
direction. 

Another interpretation 


of these circles is also 
worthwhile to know. 
According to this 
interpretation, a circle of fire 
represents impermanence 
because everything will 
loose their existence and 
become ash after burning. 
The circle of vajra 
represents unfolding scope 
of entering the mandala to 
get enlightenment. The 
circle of lotus petals means 
a- sacred place or temple. 
Thus these rings mean to say 
that time is impermanent. So 
we cannot say we will 
practice Dharma in future 
because we many die in any 
moment. Hence, we must 
have followed with a great 
scope in this life. That great 
scope must be entering 
inside the mandala to reach 
the center of the mandala to 
gain or receive perfect 
enlightenment or 

Boddhigyan. 
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
